Till* diiko vnon aftrrwarda 
tonka mistrcas, Eliiahnlh Holland,' acburl'a 
daugbt«r, who wan but a wanbor in my niir- 
Bi-ry I'igbt veam,' ai bis wifi- complained to 
Cromwell ("Nott, Workt <tf ttenry Beward, 
Earl '■/ ■Surnry, Apji. xxni-xxxii.) lu 16S3 
be tieparaled mimliiR wife, who withdrew to 
Redbbme, Hen fordnbiro, with n very Msnty 
allowance. AppeaU of husband and wife to 
Cromwell and ibu kins failed to ■cenri' • 
raconciliation, and tbeduchCMrefuMKl losuo 
for a divorcv. Tbe discord apnvd among 
tlie other members ot (be family, and they 
wen? all nl variance.
